Ev- 
ery bit of information gained by 
every reputable physician Is 1m- 
n ediatcly mnde available generally. 
Such knowledge Is published not 
only In scientific articles, but even 
in newspapers and popular mag- 
azines and Is broadcast to the 
people themselves for use. 


On the appearance of the very 


first suspicious symptoms of the 
disease a physician should be call- 
ed.
